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'It will be seen from the r«-port of the 
proceedings of the Court of Appeals, in anoth- 
er column, that the case of the City of Louis 
ville vs. B. McAtee and o'hers has been re- 
versed. By this reversal, the city has been re- 
leased from the payment of between $5,000 
and $6,000. In addi ion to this, we are also 
informed that some important principles have 
been ruled in the case, favorable to the city, 
which will enable her, in passing ordinances, 
establishing grades, and making contracts for 
£ptiing and paving streets, to act advisedly in 
the premises and w thout the risk of making 
herself liable for the costs of the improve- 
ments. 

This suit originated on account of grading 
and bowldering a portion of High street, below 
Twelfth street The main point involved in 
the case, as we learn, waj whether the city, 
und?r the clause of the Charter to grade and 
pave "any portion of a street," has the right to 
pass ordinances for pavii g a portion m wuUh. 
and create a liability therefor on the owner* of 
propeity fronting the improvement, or wbe her 
the words "any portioi " are used only in ref- 
erence 'olen^th and not to width. 
High st-eet, s>s laid out, is 99 feet wide. It could 
not be paved its full width unless at an expense 
exceeding the tull value of the private proper- 
ty on b >Xh sides « f 'he street. The General 
Council therefore passed an ordinance to bowl- 
der only 44 feet in width of the street. The 
northern portion of the street runs along the 
hill side, neir to and sou'h of the canal, and to 
have paved it would have r<-q-iired immense 
fills to make ihe proper giade, as well as arch 
esto support ihe woik. 

McAtee contracted to bowlder the street in 
conformity with the oidioance; and, having 
• por'iou of it, apportionment war- 
iawd id his favor, by order of the 1 
General Council ag.inst the property-holders, 
for their respective pr portions of the costs. 

Some tf these property-holders refused to 
pay — their princ p*l reason being that the full 
width of the street had not been paved. 

This suit was. therefore, brought in the Lou- 
isville Chancery C< urt br McAtee, against the 
property- h .lders and against the city; he asking 
a decree against the city, if ,he property-holders 
ble. On a hearing, the petition 
the property holders was dismissed wih 
coets, and the city ordered to pay the f u 1 
amount claimed. From that decree an appeal 
was prayed by the city ; ■ d by the reversal the 
city is released en'irel, f rum, and the property- 
holders are made li. ble for, the amounts assess- 
ed against tbem.

The Agricultural Fair — Y ester dav was 
the first day of the fair. The wea'her was ex- 
tremely inclement, but there was a number of 
ladies present and the arena presented a bril- 
liant array of quilts and embroidery and veget- 
ables and garden productions of all kinds. 
The butter presented was most exquisite and 
all the products of the dairy were of the great- 
est merit. The articles of domestic manufac- 
ture deserve a particular notice, but we are con- 
strained to wait until we obtain a full list of 
premiums. The wines and liquors of domestic 
manufacture deserve particular notice. The 
bread of J. M Moore, steam baker, was par- 
ticularly worthy of attention. The domestic 
manufactures of all kinds were of the finest 
character. The trunks, harness, and leather 
work of all kinds were eminently deserving of 
premium <• We have not been able to learn the 
decision of the judges in many instances, but 
we annex the premiumns reported. There were 
some magnificent articles of household manu- 
facture exhibited. The needle-work was re- 
markably fine. The carriages and buggies ex- 
hibited were of the most improved styles. 

The Committee on Essays on the structure 
and form and draft of the plow, have not yet 
reported. 

It was a difficult matter for the judges to 
render a decision on the articles exhibited to 
compete for the Hotel premiums. The tables 
were well filled with butter as fresh and sweet 
as could be wished, and bread and hams that 
would make the mouth of an epicure long for a 
taste. 

The agricultural department was well repre- 
sented. There were implements of all kinds 
on exhibition, many of them of improved pat- 
terns and adapted to many useful purposes. — 
We will take an opportunity hereafter, when 
the premiums are reported, to notice them in 
detail.

Bartolome Calvo, Governor elect of this 
State (New Grenata), was inaugurated at Pa- 
nama on Wednesday last. 

We have ever had faith in the integrity, tact, 
and energy of Calvo. He is a mulatto, a native 
of Carthagena, a practical man, and a typo, 
and was the most influential editor of the Isth- 
mus for two y ears. 

Dates from Punta Arenas to tbe 11th inst. 
were received at Panama, but contained nothing 
new, evcept a report that General Walker pur- 
posed takir g possession of Greytown. 

California.— Our dates from San Francisco 
are to the 20th 

8ince the previous dates, rain has fallen in 
various parts of the S'ate, and from all portions 
of the minirg region we hear favorable ac- 
counts. Extensive preparations are being made, 
in anticipation of the rainy season, to work the 
dry gulches and ravines where there is no water. 

The settlers of Sacramento held a meeting on 
the 7th, to consider the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of this State, declaring the 
right of claimants of inchoate grants to eject 
settlers previous to a final confirmation of the 
United States Court. They passed resolutions 
to maintain their posses-ions at all hazards un- 
til the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Ou the 5th, a destructive fire broke out in 
Marysville, in which some forty buildings, 
mostly occupied by Mexicans and Chinese, 
were destroyed. The town of Colusi was en- 
tirely destroyed by fire about the same time. 
We have accounts about the usual amount of 
violence in all parts of the State. 

San Francisco was very quiet. The rooms 
of the Vigilance Committee had been closed, 
:be arms p it away, a r. • 1 the sentinels removed. 

The "Piracy" suit in the U S. Cireuit Court 
terminated in favor of tbe defendants on the 
11th ult. Some excitement existed during the 
trial, and after the prisoners were discharged a 
procession was formed, and marched to all parts 
of the city, exhibiting much enthusiasm. 

Soon after it was ascertained that Congress- 
man Herbei t had arrived by the steamer Sonora, 
a deputation, consisting of Mr. J. H. Brown and 
six others, bearing tbe petitions, numerously 
signed some weeks since, requesting him to re- 
sign, presented them to him at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel. Herbert took them in his band and said, 
"Gentlemen, I will give them a respectful con- 
sideration." The deputation then retired. 

The Grand Jury of the Uaited States District 
Courts have rendered true bills for murder 
against Farnsworth and Ferbes, officers of the 
Golden Gate. On one of their July trips they 
confined John Bowen, a seaman, so near the 
steam pipe that he was suffocated. 

Great attention is now being directed to the 
subject of Indian affairs on the Pacific coast, 
and loud calls are being made for reform in the 
manner of conducting matters, so that future 
difficulties may be prevented and some definite 
provision be made for the Indians. Troops, 
particularly mounted men, are needed in the 
districts where difficulties are most frequent, 
and immediate steps certainly should be taken 
to enable the Indians to support themselves by 
agricultural pursuits. More reservations are 
also desirable, and sufficient forces stationed 
within them to keep both Indians and whites 
who cause tbe difficulties in check, and officers 
with sufficient power to enforce order in such 
districts. In addition to the Tulare Indians, 
there are said to be in the South 15,000 Indians, 
3 000 of whom are domesticated, and 12,000 
living in rancheria3 or villages of their own. 

A most brilliant meteor was observed in dif- 
ferent parts of the State on the evening of 
Thursday, the I2;h inst. It was seen in Mary- 
ville, Placerville, Stockton, Sonora, Sacramen- 
to, San Francisco, and in various other places 
It was very large and brilliant, emitting long 
and beautiful streams of light. It was visible 
for about balf a minute. Its general direction 
was from South to North. The whole heavens 
were lighted up during its passage Its disap- 
pearance was accompanied with a loud noise 
Ilka thunder. It was doubtless a regular aero- 
lite, and certainly a very large one. 

City and State Politics — The approaching 
election promises to be a spirited one in this 
city, in consequence of tbe feeling that has 
been engendered by the necessity for the or- 
ganization of the Vigilance Committee, lhere 
is a determination en the part oi the members 
and sympathizers with the Committee to sup- 
port none for the local offices and for numbers 
of the Legislature who ai e known to be bitter 
opponents of that body and its past action. 

The Committee appear to be divided in agree- 
ing upon a ticket, and, unless something is done 
to harmonize them, there is a prospect of the 
success of the Democratic party, which, so 
far as this city is concerned, appears to be 
committed against the Committee An inde- 
pendent ticket has been placed before the peo- 
ple by a committee chosen at a mass meeting 
composed of persons known 'o b« friendly to 
the Committee. Tne Republicans are now ma- 
king a ticket, and are selecting trom the Peo- 
ple's ticket such men as are favorable to the 
Republican cause They have also passed 
strong Vigilance Committee resolutions, and 
will select none but Vigilance men It is pos- 
sible that some compromise will be made by 
these partie-; if not, it is perhaps fair to sup- 
pose that both will be beaten, except those 
names which appear upon both tickets. The 
Americans will also make a separate ticket, 
and it is reported will nominate all Vigilance 
men. The contest will be the warmest ever 
waged in San Francisco.— San Francisco Bui. 

The Young Men's Democratic Club will not 
admit any one to membership who belongs to 
or endorses the Vigilance Committee In 
several instances friends of the Committee 
have been ordered to leave tbe club-rooms. 

The Democratic State Convention met on the 
9th at 8acramento, and after thiee days' session 
completed the following nominations: For Con- 
gress, Jos.

The ticket is anti-Broderick 
throughout.

Foote and Bailie 
Paytou are addressing the American party 
throughout the State. Hon M S. Latham and 
Thomas J. Henly are stumping the State for the 
Democratic ticket 

The Alta Cahfornian says:

Ste- 
vens reached the Walla Walla on the 31st of 
August, with a party of men. 

The Indian Department and volunteer trains 
under charge of John Scott, with twenty five 
men escort, making forty-one, packers and all, 
were attacked by a party of Indians estimated 
at seventy-five, at about 11 A. M. on the 28;b, 
and fought the party until midnight, when 
Scott and his men abandoned their train and 
animals, except enough to mount themselves. 

Several were wounded in the Scott fight, but 
none were killed. The Indians were the Grande 
Ronde party, who were fought by Shaw a short 
time since, and were very daring. 

Sampson's band of Umpqua Indians were, at 
last accounts, annoying the citizens in the vi- 
cinity of Myrtle Creek. 

[From the Aspinwall Courier.] 
Below we publish a story respecting the re- 
cent battles in the Cnontales district in Nicara- 
gua: 

Gen. Walker's expedition to Chofitales, un- 
der Col. McDonald, after three attempts, has 
been defeated with great loss, and obliged to 
retire on Granada. Amongst the killed in the 
last engagement are Col. McDonald, Wiley 
Marshall, and E. H. Laws. Some sav Col. 
Cole was killed and not Col. McDonald. Wal- 
kei's troops were wholly disorganised. About 
three hundred men were engaged in the last af- 
fair, which occurred on the 14th inst. 

The above story is incorrect. There were 
three distinct parties in the district; one was 
of deserters who were duped by the Chamor- 
islas in the surrender of their arms, and then 
put out of tbe way; another, of scouts; and 
another, of explorers or prospectors. Tbe 
scouting party, after the deserters were killed, 
came into collision with the enemy, which had 
a severe skirmish. About this time, the pros- 
pecting party encountered them, and subse- 
quently these two parties and a small company 
— detailed purposely for an attack on the ene- 
my thus found — had a bard battle, of which a 
report in the El Nicaraguense of Sept. 6 is the 
only account we have. Of tbe massacre of 
the deserters we have no details; but of the 
last battle, beside the statement or rumor above 
given, we bave other advices; from these, we 
learn that Col Cole and Wiley Marshall wer« 
killed.

AN ORDINANCE 

As to Resident Graduates in the Hospital. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of the 
city of Louisville, That, in tbe month of May 
of each year, there shall be elected by tbe 
General Council two Resident Graduates to the 
Louisville Marine Hospital, who shall be gradu- 
ates of some chartered school in tbe State of 
Kentucky. They shall reside in the Hospital, 
visit the wards once every morning and even- 
ing, and oftener if required, either by directions 
of tbe medical men in attendance or by the con- 
dition of the patients, put up neatly and care- 
fully and in good time, medicines prescribed for 
the sick, and see that they are administered as 
directed by the Physician or Surgeon en duty. 
They shall keep an accurate daily record of 
every case, both medical and surgical, admitted 
into the Hospital, with tbe treatment adopted 
and result of tbe same. They shall attach to 
this reccd of every case on which an autopey 
is held, a careful account of the appearances 
observed at the examination. On the first of 
May of each year, they shMI prepare and ap- 
pend to the Hospital case or record book, an 
accurate and copious index, containing both 
the names ot the patients and of their diseases 
They shall both at no time be ahseut from the 
Hospital, nor shall either absent themselves for 
longer than two hours without the consent of 
the attending Physician or Surgeon or Super 
intendent, and when one Graduate is ab-eut at 
the hour of the daily visits cf the medical 
gentlemen in attendance, the other shall fill his 
place and discharge all his duties. They shall 
not receive pay from a patient in the Hospital, 
nor practice medicine out of it, whilst they re- 
main Residen' Graduates of the Hospital. They 
shall continue in office one year, be boarded 
and lodged at the Hospital, but receive no other 
compensation. The Trustees shall fill any 
vacancy that may occur during the year. 

Ordinance No. 201 is hereby repealed.

The Forgeries is New York — The New

There is much excitement is Iks street this 
morning from the discovery of forged paper 
afloat, as detailed in a poire report under the 
appropriate head. The matter, however, ap 
peared to be i f far greater importance than il 
there stated, aud the story this morning is, that 
it has been ascertained thus far that foiged pa- 
per to the amount of nearly half a million has 
been put in circulation, by the parties implica- 
ted in the transactions already noted. 

The exact sum named is four hundred am' 
sixty thousand dollars, but it scarcly seems 
possible thai so large an amount cou'd be kept 
afloat.
